Now that the Republican hurly-burly 

is over, attention will center upon the 


Chicago convention, which meets July 7, 


Three things in regard to that conven- 
tion may be actepted as settled. The 
platform will declare explicitly and un- 
equivocally for the free eoinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, The nominee of 
the convention will be an avowed free 
silver man, And he will be a Democrat. 

If wise counsels prevail, the platform 
adopted and the candidates selected will 
be such as all the opponents of the Re- 
publican gold standard policy can honor- 
ably accept. The great issue to be de- 
termined by the campaign is the money 
question, In the platform it should be 
recognized as paramount, and all other 
questions as subordinate, Supporters of 
honest bimetallism may differ on other 
questions. They will differ especially as 
to the tariff, as to banks, and as to the 
Government's relation to money. If, 
in spite of these differences, all those wh» 
believe that the prosperity and happi- 
ness of the people depend upon defeating 
the Plutocratic effort to fasten upon the 
eountry the single gold standard will act 
and vote together, they will win one of 
the most signal victories in the history 
of American politics. 

There is no doubt that Hanna and the 
other Republican bosses comprehend thia 
fully.

NOVELTY IN ROOF GARDENS.

A BANK CHARTER INVOLVED. 


But One Evidence of the Strong Anti- 


» Prussian Sentiment in the South 
of Germany. 


BERLIN, June 20.—A sensational occvr- 
rence in the Bundesrath, growing directly 
out of the anti-Prussian feeling engendered 
by. the Moscow incident, has just leaked 
out. The German press. was either lxno- 
rant of it or preferred to be silent. 

The question of prolonging the Wurtem- 
burg Notenbank charter for using its own 
Paper money was up for discussion on 
Tuesday. Prussia, in conformity with the 
settled Prussian finance precedents, moved 
to reject the request. Prussia, however, 
was defeated by a vote of 35 to 22, only the 
Waldeck, Lippe and Hansa towns support- 
ing the motion. The bank’s charter, there- 
fore, was prolonged ‘until 1910. . 

is is the first time in.a quarter of a 
. that Prussia has found the Bun- 
desrath in almost united coalition against 
her, and the fact is all the more note- 
worthy because there was no attempt to 
answer, the argument of Prussia’s dele- 
gates, and it is now believed that similar 
banking institutions in Bavaria, Saxony, 

en and Hesse will insist upon an ex- 
tension of their charters. 

The Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, and 
the members of the Prussian Cabinet 
were dumbfounded upon hearing the de- 
cision of the Bundesrath, and were greatly 
annoyed at the incident. 

This, however, is only one evidence of 
the strong anti-Prussian sentiment in the 
South of Germany. The news that Herr 
Camesagea, President of the German Col- 
ony of Moscow, and maker of the remark 
about the Princes in the suite“ of Prince 
Henry oft Prussia, which created the 
trouble, has been decorated- with the order 
of the Red Eagle, has caused renewed out- 
bursts of indignation in Bavaria. 

On Tuesday the King of Saxony gave a 
special audience to Count Von Moltke, Em- 

eror William’s aide-de-camp at Dresden, to 

ear a detailed report of the Moscow in- 
cident. 

This week’s issues of two humorous pa- 
pers at Munich contain cartoon showing 
a horribly, dilapidated Prussian eagle, with 
the Bavarian lion standing by with paws 
upraised and gnashing teeth. 


Prince Ludwig of Bavaria, who went from 
Moscow to the Buda Pesth Exposition, re- 
turns to his regiment at Augsburg within a 
week, without going to Berlin. His admirers 
at Augsburg are planning a series of ova- 
tions. At the closing of the Bavarian 
Diet, the President, Von Walter, said: “We 
are firmly convinced that our royal dynasty

Very considerable nas been given 
lately to the discussion of handicapping, 
particularly that part of the business which 
pertains to allotment of the handicaps in 
road race. | 6 
Indeed it would seem as if all the present 


criticized: On the other hand, the road 
handicap has always a fruitful theme 
of dispute and discuss : 

Ot late the n or rather convic- 
tion, that the handicap limit set in most of 
the road races is altogether too liberal, has 
been growing strong. The general feeling 
among cyci:sts W de not race is that 
the limit should reduced so that the 
scratch men would have a fighting chance 
for first place prize. 

To a certain extent this theory is cor- 
rect. The. ve first and most essential 

rinciple of a handicap is that every man 
fn the race shall be given a chance to fin- 
ish first.

The veriest dub“ can beat the best rider 
in the world if given ten minutes in twenty 
miles over him, 

Still the limit is there and the hand- 
capper must perforce put a rider in it. He 
does so knowing that it spoils his handi- 


Phen the vast number of riders which 
nowadays enter a road race tend to make 
it impossible. for a scratch man to win. 
Their very numbers block his way and he 
peut need wings to pass over them to 
win. 

In a road race nine-tenths of the riders 
dave no public form. or record by Which 
the handicapper can be guided. The entry 
blanks are devoid of information and he 
must necessarily do his work by chance 
—that is, to a eat extent.:

and has traced the careers of children, grand- 
ehildren, and great-grandchildren in all 
arts of the present German empire until he 
as been able to present tabulated biogra- 
phies of the hundreds descended from 
some original drunkard. 

The last person whom Prof. Pellmann has 
immortalized thus in medical literature is 
Frau Ada Jurke. She was born in 174, and 
she was a drunkard, a thief, and a tramp for 
the last forty years of her life. which ended 
in 1800. Her descendants have numbered 
834, of whom 709 have been traced in local 
records from youth to death by Prof. Pell- 
Of the 709, he found 106 were born out 
of wedlock. There were 142 ars, and 64 
more who lived from charity. Of the women, 
181 led disreputable lives. There were in this 
family 76 convicts, 7 of whom were sentenced 
for murder. 

In seventy-five years this one family rolled 
up a big bill of costs in almshouses, trial 
courts, prisons, and correctional institu- 
tions. Prof. Pellmann says this bill, which

THE BIGGEST KNOWN HOG. 


It Is Hight Feet Long and Weighs

So distinguished a scientist as Thomas A. 
Edison is of the opinion that inside of ten 
years man will be flying. His views on 
aerial navigation were published in last 
Sunday's Post-Dispatch. The experiments 


which have recently been made in this di- 
rection go largely to justify this opinion. 
A num of aerdOnauts have experimented 


with varying success. For hundreds of 
rs the wings of the bird have .een 
en as the model by inventors who want 
to fy.

SHIP SAVED BY AN UMBRELLA. 


Yankee Captain of 1812 Used It to De- 
ceive the Enemy. 


An interesting relic in the Charlestown 
Navy Yard Museum is an umbrella which 
was used by the Constitution in making her 
escape from the English fleet in July, 1812, 
This is all that is told by the card attached 
to it, and the umbrella is a complete puzzle 
to nearly everyone who visits the museum. 
In the first place, it is utterly unlike any 
umbrella that any one ever saw before, 
and, in the second, not one person in a hun- 
dred is able to figure out how the Constitu- 
tion made use of it in making her escape 
from the British vessels. It is exactly like 
an umbrella frame in general shape, but 
the stickds about ten feet long, with a heavy 
iron ring at each end, and is about three 
inches in diametér. The frame slides up and 


down on it, just like the fra of an ordin- 
ary umbrella, and is made of stout iron

SACRED WELL 
OF HURDWAR 


THE SICK AND SINFUL FLOCK TO 
RECEIVE PHYSICAL AND 
SPIRITUAL HEALING. 


Hurdwar, one of the sacred cities of the 
Hindus, lying on the banks of the Ganges, 
is peopled with an eveér-shifting throng of 
pilgrims, who come from all parts of India, 
some on foot, others by train—so prosaic 
has the world become—to bathe in the 
Ghat, a bend in the river partitioned off 
by a. small iron bridge, a flight of stairs 
leading from the street to the water. And 
there the pilgrims consign to the sacred 


waters the bones or ashes of their dead. 
The scene is curious, and in its way pa- 
thetic. The hale and sick, the wealthy and 
poor. all crowd into the holy bath, or Har- 
i-Parki.”” Some seek material, others 
spiritual, health. The cripple hopes to throw 
Away his crutch, and the sinner sees para- 
dise iff sight. The sacred fish, which are 
so tame that they often eat out of the pil- 
grims' hands, alone obtain a tangible re- 


manners and shapes, with chains 
their waists, and their hair all matted with 
rope, and their bodies covered with wood- 
ash and paint. On the stairs leading to the 
Ghat can also be seen the Sacred Bull, with 
a leg growing out frem his shoulder. The 
bazaar adjoining the hat is a narrow, 
close street, with cloth-merchants and 
sweet-shops, etc., galore. 

During the Mela of 1892 the cholera broke 
out among the pilgrims, and the Com- 
missioner telegraphed into ‘Roorkee for two 
companies of the sappers and miners to be 
sent out to help clear the city of them. 
Sentries were lined up along all the 
thoroughfares, and everyone caught who 
was not a permanent resident of the place 
was marched up to the railway station and 
placed in pens, About one hundred thou- 
sand pilgrims were thus disposed of in 
twenty-four hours. On the one hand biers 
could be seen going along with a cholera 
case, and on the other pilgrims were clam- 
oring to be allowed to go and have a dip 
in the Ghat. 

When told that they would die if they re- 
mained they woul y they had better die 
than go without thetr bath.
